tur every germ discasc, 

Within three — years of fol- 
lowing Ube new lead, American 
scientists found a yenst-like 
fungus which produced strep- 
lomycin-—the first drug to prove 
effective in the {reatment of 
some typex of tuberculosis, 

Then in a pot of red ‘soll sent 
in’ from New Jersey another 
group — discovered a mould 
which ytelded a golden powder 
with great germ-killing powcr. 
Called aurcomycin, this powder 
can cure certain forms of 
pneumonia 

Now comes pews foat the 
Intest penleliin- type druz— 
chloromycetin—is being piven 
to cases of typhoid fever. Doc; 
tors deseribe jls curntive power 
as “dramatic.” 

Scores of other promising 
germ-killers are being tested. 

The surge of discovery started 
by Fleming may produce even 
richer results than penicillin 
In the second half of the cen- 
tury.
